ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1950. 


23rd  August,  1951. 

The  year  under  review  has  again  been  one  of 
continual  progress  in  attaining  the  ambition  of  the 
Committee  to  bring  our  Hospital  services  up  to  a 
standard  of  which  jersey  might  justifiably  be  proud. 

The  Committee  claims  that  it  has  now  provided 
for  all  who  need  it,  regardless  of  their  financial  posi¬ 
tion,  the  best  means  available  for  treatment  of  acci¬ 
dent  and  illness  for  all  normal  complaints,  with  the 
addea  facility  where  specialised  treatment  is  required, 
of  a  reciprocal  arrangement  with  H.M.  Government 
for  sending  patients  to  the  great  London  Hospitals 
at  no  charge  to  either  themselves  or  to  Insular  Funds. 

Man}/  such  cases  have  occurred  during  the  past 
year,  and  in  several  instances  lives  have  been  saved 

that  but  for  these  facilities,  would  have  definitely 
been  lost. 

^  An  interesting  sidelight  on  the  work  at  the 
General  Hospital  is  the  variety  in  the  people  seeking 
treatment.  Whilst  previous  to  1946  only  those  who 
could  not  possibly  afford  to  seek  treatment  elsewhere 
came  into  Hospital,  today  representatives  of  all 
sections  of  the  community  avail  themselves  of  its 
facilities,  and  almost  daily,  letters  are  received  by  the 
Secretary  and  Matron  expressing  thanks  for  the 
attention  and  kindness  received. 
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The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the 
members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  Nursing  Staff  and  all 
who  by  their  efforts  have  assisted  in  producing  these 
results. 

The  Pathological  Department  under  Dr.  Geal  has 
proved  a  boon  to  the  Medical  profession  and  more 
and  more  the  facilities  for  complete  and  competent 
diagnosis  have  been  sought  both  by  doctors  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Hospital  under  the  Committee’s 
administration,  as  also  by  outside  practitioners. 

Post-mortem  examinations  are  also  carried  out  by 
Dr.  Geal,  whose  special  qualifications  assure  the 
authorities  of  reports  on  which  full  reliance  may  be 
placed.  Many  members  of  the  Medical  profession 
have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  facilities  that 
this  department  provides. 

The  Nurses  Home,  the  gift  of  the  late  Mrs.  Rayner, 
to  the  Island,  was  opened  by  H.R.H.  The  Duchess  of 
Kent,  and  is  now  fully  occupied  by  some  one 
hundred  nurses. 

Visiting  doctors  and  nurses  from  the  mainland, 
from  France  and  the  United  States  of  America,  have 
all  commented  favourably  on  the  accommodation 
provided,  and  the  fact  that  unlike  most  Hospitals  on 
the  mainland,  where  a  shortage  of  nurses  has  even 
meant  the  closing  of  Wards,  for  the  General  Hospital 
in  Jersey  more  nurses  are  seeking  employment  than 
are  needed. 

Specially  trained  Sister  Tutors  have  been  obtained 
and  jersey  girls  can  now  take  full  courses  in  their 
own  Home  Hospital  to  enable  them  to  fully  qualify 
as  State  Registered  Nurses.  With  the  collaboration 
of  the  States  Education  Committee,  girls  leaving 
school  at  the  age  of  fifteen  can  now  enter  the  Cadet 
School  at  the  General  Hospital,  where  schooling  in 
General  Subjects  and  preliminary  nursing  is  given, 


At 
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until  the  age  of  17J  years  when  the  girls  can  become 
probationer  nurses  and,  with  the  advantage  of  their 
previous  training,  quickly  qualify  for  their  State 
Registration,  The  sum  of  £1  weekly  is  paid  to  these 
girls  during  their  training  so  that  no  girl  is  debarred 
from  these  advantages  for  financial  reasons.  Already 
numbers  of  girls  from  the  Girls  College,  the  Interme¬ 
diary  School  and  from  the  Elementary  Schools  are 
in  training  and  at  long  last  we  are  interesting  Jersey 
girls  into  taking  up  the  Nursing  profession. 

At  Overdale,  Dr.  McKinstry  and  Dr.  Darling  have 
continued  their  good  work,  and  the  fact  that  only 
three  deaths  occurred  at  Overdale  in  1950  is  proof, 
if  any  were  needed,  of  the  gratifying  result  of  their 
labours. 

All  interested  in  the  health  and  well  being  of  our 
Island  should  read  Dr.  Ale  Kins  try’s  valuable  and 
exhaustive  report.  Jersey  is  indeed  lucky  in  having 
such  a  painstaking  Aledical  Officer  of  Health, 

The  Jersey  Maternity  Hospital  continues  its  good 
work  for  the  future  generations  of  Jerseymen  and 
Jersey  women,  and  more  and  more  expectant  mothers 
are  using  the  facilities  available.  Some  seventy  per 
cent  of  all  children  born  in  Jersey,  now  see  the  light 
of  day  for  the  first  time  in  this  up-to-date  equipped 
and  administered  Hospital. 

Although  the  fees  charged  are  considerably  less 
than  the  actual  costs,  all  doctors  agree  that  the 
splendid  conditions  prevailing  pay  ample  dividends 
throughout  the  child’s  future,  added  to  which  is  the 
extra  safeguarding  of  the  mother’s  health  and  even 
her  life.  To  Miss  Thornley  the  highly  esteemed 
Matron  and  her  excellent  Staff  the  Committee  owe 
a  deep  debt  of  gratitude. 

The  Home  for  Old  Ladies  at  Sandybrook,  has  had 
added  to  its  previous  accommodation  an  entirely 
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new  extension  and  extensive  alterations  to  the 
kitchen  and  sanitary  accommodation,  and  now  has  a 
capacity  for  over  one  hundred  inmates.  These 
additions  and  extensions  have  all  been  made  possible 
and  paid  for  by  the  Alice  Rayner  Fund. 

Everyone  visiting  the  Home  is  impressed  with  the 
comfort  provided  as  also  by  the  skill  and  kindness 
shown  to  the  inmates  by  Miss  Cribb  and  her  Staff. 
The  Committee  and  in  fact  the  whole  Island  should 
be  proud  of  the  Home  provided  for  these  old  ladies 
in  the  evening  of  their  lives. 

The  provision  of  proper  quarters  for  the  hard 
working  staff  is  a  matter  which  the  Committee  is 
deeply  concerned  with  and  the  States  will  be  asked 
in  the  near  future  to  provide  monies  in  order  that 
these  necessary  quarters  may  be  erected. 

The  question  of  the  removal  of  the  old  men  now 
housed  at  the  rear  of  the  General  Hospital  will  have 
to  be  considered,  for  not  only  is  the  accommodation 
they  now  occupy  required  for  other  purposes,  but, 
the  Committee  feels  that  it  is  far  from  satisfactory 
for  its  present  use. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  at  St. 
Saviour’s  Hospital.  A  complete  reconstruction  of 
the  kitchen  has  taken  place  and  all  the  cooking  is 
now  by  gas,  whilst  a  large  refrigerator  has  been 
installed,  giving  large  storage  accommodation  for 
perishable  foodstuffs. 

Accommodation  for  the  Nurses  has  also  been 
provided  in  what  was  previously  the  Isolation  Block. 
This  long  needed  improvement  has  also  provided 
extra  accommodation  in  the  main  Hospital. 

The  skill  and  attention  shown  to  the  patients  by 
Dr.  Wishart,  the  Resident  Medical  Officer,  assisted 
by  Miss  Ryder,  the  Matron,  and  staff,  has  resulted 
in  some  remarkable  cures  and  many  cases  once 
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considered  as  incurable  have  been  returned  to  their 
homes  and  have  now  resumed  normal  and  useful 
activities.  In  Dr.  Wi shaft,  Miss  Ryder,  and  Mr. 
Kilminster,  the  Steward,  the  Committee  have  a  team 
of  workers  of  whom  any  Hospital  Committee  can  be 
justly  proud,  and  the  Committee’s  sincere  thanks  are 
extended  to  them. 

A  Home  for  mentally  defective  children  has  been 
opened  on  land  adjoining  the  Hospital  and  some 
twenty  children  of  both  sexes  are  being  treated  and 
given  a  form  of  education  suitable  to  their  various 
capabilities.  It  is  possible  that  in  the  near  future, 
this  work  will  be  extended  in  order  that  other 
children,  housed  in  their  parents’  homes,  may  be 
able  to  attend  daily  and  receive  help  and  education 
which  for  various  reasons  is  not  at  present  available 
in  schools  attended  bv  normal  children.

The  States  has  also  instructed  the  Committee  to 
prepare  plans  for  the  accommodation  of  adolescents 
of  low  grade  mentality.  Many  of  these  could,  under 
proper  supervision,  carry  out  work  of  a  useful  nature 
and  Dr.  Wishart  has  expressed  his  opinion  that  many 
now  in  the  Hospital  at  St.  Saviour,  could  be  cared 
for  in  such  a  home  and  sent  out  to  daily  work 
instead  of  being  confined,  sometimes  for  life,  in  the 
company  of  people  far  worse  than  themselves. 

The  Island  Mam  Drainage  Scheme  is  going  ahead 
and  nearly  all  the  preliminary  surveys  are  on  the 
way  to  completion.  This  has  proved  a  long  and 
difficult  task,  the  conformation  of  the  Island  with  its 
various  gradients  creating  difficulties  that  are  not 
normally  found.  A  great  deal  of  work  has  again 
been  carried  out  in  reconstructing  some  of  the  old 
Town  sewers  and  extensions  have  been  made 
enabling  main  drainage  being  available  to  new 
housing  estates. 
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The  cleansing  of  beaches  has  again  been  carried 
out  and  few  complaints  have  been  received  from 
users  of  the  most  popular  resorts. 

During  the  year  visits  have  been  made  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  (Mr.  S.  A.  Gothard),  to  sewage 
disposal  plants  in  England,  Scotland  and  South 
Africa,  in  order  that  the  best  methods  be  adopted, 
for  the  disposal  of  both  house  refuse  and  sewage  in 
our  new  main  drainage  scheme.  Aluch  valuable 
information  has  been  acquired  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  when  installed,  the  new  plant  will  be  the  most 
efficient  and  modem  in  the  British  Isles. 

Our  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  had  a  busy  year  and 
the  great  improvement  in  the  standard  of  cleanliness 
in  our  milk  supply  and  the  kitchens  of  hotels  and 
boarding  houses  is  largely  due  to  their  inspection 
and  advice. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere 
gratitude  to  members  of  my  Committee,  the  doctors, 
matrons  and  all  members  of  the  staff  in  the  Hospitals, 
the  Engineers  and  workmen  in  the  various  depart¬ 
ments.  Their  help  and  confidence  has  been  an 
inspiration  to  me  to  carry  on,  often  in  the  face  of 
popular  opposition,  without  that  none  of  the  great 
changes  that  have  taken  place  would  have  been 
possible.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1950. 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  the 
health  of  the  people  of  jersey  for  the  year  1950. 

The  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  of  1949  did  not 
re-appear  in  1950. 

The  B.C.G.  campaign  was  continued,  a  total  of 
3,843  receiving  B.C.G.  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  introduction  of  Streptomycin  and 
P.A.S.,  in  combination,  in  the  treatment  of  pulmo¬ 
nary  tuberculosis,  the  total  deaths  fell  to  19  or 
33  per  100,000,  as  against  52  per  100,000,  the  year 
before.  This  I  think  reflects  the  more  hopeful 
prospect  for  the  tuberculous  that  exists  todav.

The  population  at  mid  year  was  given  by  the 
Food  Control  and  represents  resident  ration  strength. 
Phe  figure  given  last  year  was  57,490,  so  there  has 
been  a  fail  of  over  500  in  the  number  of  residents. 
Phe  foreign  workers  present  at  that  date  numbered 
4,875,  as  against  5,270  at  the  same  time  in  1949. 

THE  BIRTH  RATE. 


There  were  865  live  births  during  1950,  giving  a 
figure  of  15.2  per  1,000  living  as  against  16.3  per 
1,000  in  1949,  16.9  in  1948,  and  18.9  in  1947.  A 
slow,  but  sustained  fall  from  the  post  war  peak. 
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THE  DEATH  RATE. 

Deaths  during  1950  numbered  670,  giving  an 
annual  death  rate  of  11.8.  64.2%  of  the  deaths 

occurred  at  ages  of  65  and  over.  42.4%  were  75  and 
over. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  three  maternal  deaths — 1  miscarriage 
and  obstetric  shock,  1  placenta  praevia,  1  retained 
placenta.  This  gives  a  high  rate,  3.5  per  1,000 
births. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  26  deaths  in  the  first  year  of  life  and 
there  were  865  births,  so  the  infant  mortality  is  30.1 
per  thousand  as  against  28.8  last  year.

The  Act  making  still-births  notifiable  became  law 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  The  number  of  still¬ 
births  in  Jersey  Maternity  Hospital  was  6, — 4  mace¬ 
rated  foetus,  1  after  ante  partum  haemorrhage,  1 
forceps  delivery  after  ante  partum  haemorrhage. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  19  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the 
year  1950,  giving  a  rate  of  .33  per  thousand  as  against 
.52  per  thousand  the  year  before.  'This  is  the  lowest 
recorded  figure  in  Jersey.  A  similar  drop  has 
occurred  in  England  and  Wales  and  is  probably  due 
to  the  new  drugs  Streptomycin  and  Para-amino 
salicylic  acid  known  as  P.A.S.  It  is  too  early  for  the 
B.C.G.  campaign  to  have  had  any  effect.  The 
following  table  gives  the  deaths  from  tuberculosis, 
pulmonary  and  non  pulmonary,  since  1924.  During 
1950  all  deaths  were  due  to  respiratory  tuberculosis. 
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In  order  to  provide  figures  for  the  new  table  for  the 
World  Health  Organisation,  the  figures  for  the  past 
five  years  were  carefully  gone  over  and  a  few  minor 
corrections  have  been  made.  As  for  instance  m 
1949>  a  death  occurred  from  cancer  and  tuberculosis. 
Enquiry  elicited  the  fact  that  cancer  was  the  actual 
cause  of  the  death,  bringing  the  deaths  in  1949  to 
30  instead  of  31  as  previously  recorded.

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B.C.G.  VACCINATION. 

B.C.G.  tables  show  that  of  3,843  persons  who 
received  B.C.G.,  2.969  were  later  tested  with  10  T.U. 
and  2,958  were  positive.  Of  the  11  negatives, 
including  1  doubtful,  7  were  retested  with  100  T.U., 
and  all  were  positive.  It  thus  would  appear  that 
less  than  .4%  were  doubtful  and  not  one  of  those 
retested  with  100  T.U.  was  negative. 

From  my  experience,  I  have  decided  that  testing 
alter  B.C.G.  is  unnecessary.  I  actually  did  2,969 
tests  to  find  1 1  negatives,  and  of  these,  where  I  could 
get  them  to  turn  up  for  a  retest  with  100  T.U.,  all 
were  positive. 

As  regards  the  permanency  of  the  positive  reactions 
90  children  in  the  Homes  given  B.C.G.  in  the  last 
quarter  oi  1949,  were  retested  18  months  later,  and 
all  were  still  positive. 

1  now  give  only  one  injection  of  about  .03  to  .05 
of  B.C.G.  in  the  deltoid  region.  I  have  abandoned 
the  three  and  two  injection  methods.  My  experience 
with  infants  is  that  only  one  injection  of  .1  cc  is 
necessary.  In  these  a  retest  with  the  Copenhagen 
tuberculin  ointment  is  still  done. 

The  lesions  are  rarely  severe,  but  are  often  persis¬ 
tent.  Although  the  majority  will  be  well  healed  at 
six  months,  a  few  will  still  be  giving  trouble.  It  is 
this  persistence  of  the  reaction  and  not  its  severity 
that  worries  the  parents  and  the  doctor. 

It  is  expected  that  the  first  round  of  all  the  schools 
will  be  finished  by  the  end  of  March,  19^1,  when 
some  6,000  will  have  received  the  vaccine.  After 
that  date  we  will  concentrate  on  the  newborn  and 
the  school  child  especially  at  school  leaving  age. 

The  X-Ray  examination  of  all  positive  reactors  has 
yielded  several  cases  of  tuberculosis,  two  in  the 
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parents  of  young  children  found  to  be  Mantoux 
positives.  This  work  has  thrown  considerable  strain 
on  the  X-Ray  Department  of  the  General  Hospital. 

All  new  nurses  in  training  are  Mantoux  tested  and 
those  who  are  negative  receive  B.C.G.  vaccine.  All 
nurses,  whether  at  the  General  Hospital,  Overdale 
Hospital,  Maternity  Hospital,  Sandybrook,  or  St. 
Saviour’s  Hospital,  have  an  X-Ray  periodically,  in 
order  to  detect  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  in  the  earliest 
stages,  should  it  occur. 

There  were  89  notifications  of  new  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  during  the  year.  Of  these  four  were  primary 
complex  only.  This  gives  a  rate  of  1.56  per  1,000 
or  156  per  ioo,oco.  Notification  has  greatly  im¬ 
proved  during  the  year.  1 1 1  cases  were  admitted  to 
Overdale  during  the  year.  Of  these,  3  died. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

There  was  no  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  during  the 
year  under  review,  but  15  cases  of  non  paralytic  polio 
were  notified  and  3  cases  of  paralytic  polio.  Of  the 
paralytic  cases  2  were  infected  in  England  and  one 
of  these  died. 

PARATYPHOID. 

There  were  12  cases,  one  of  which  was  nursed  at 
home  and  1 1  admitted  to  Overdale.  The  strain  of 
nursing  these  cases  has  been  greatly  reduced  by  the 
use  of  chloromycetin,  and  all  signs  and  symptoms 
disappear  in  a  few  days,  though  attention  to  diet 
must  be  continued. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year. 
3,023  children  were  immunised  during  1950. 

Nearly  90%  of  our  school  children  are  immunised.

CARE  OF  FOSTER  CHILDREN. 

1st  March, 1950 — -1st  March,  1951. 

The  “  Loi  sur  la  Protection  de  l’Enfance,  1940  ”, 
places  the  responsibility  for  the  care  of  foster  children 
on  the  Public  Health  Committee.  1  have  always  felt 
that  this  duty  should  be  more  adequately  carried  out, 
so  when  Miss  H.  A.  Gracey  was  appointed  to  the 
staff  at  Overdale  for  work  as  a  tuberculosis  health 
visitor,  I*  asked  her  to  devote  some  of  her  time  to 
this  work,  for  which  she  was  highly  qualified.  The 
results  have  been  excellent  and  we  now  have  much 
better  and  closer  care  of  these  children.  Her  first 
report  is  given  in  full  below. 
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With  good  foster  parents  the  child  is  restored  to  a 
home  and  the  psychological  effects  are  often  excellent 
Indeed,  it  is  the  difficult  child  for  whom  this  is  often 
recommended,  and  in  many  cases  the  improvement 
in  the  child  is  dramatic. 

Miss  Gracey  s  Report. 

During  the  year  3 5  foster  mothers  having  the  care 
of  fifty-four  children  have  been  visited  regularly. 

Fourteen  new  foster  mothers  have  been  registered, 
and  twenty-three  new  foster  children  have  been 
boarded  out.  Arrangements  for  five  more  children 
are  being  made. 

Four  unregistered  foster  mothers  were  discovered. 
Two  of  these  were  registered,  the  other  two  were 
found  to  be  unsuitable  and  the  children  were 
removed. 

Five  children  have  returned  to  their  parents,  and 
there  are  now  three  foster  mothers  awaiting  children. 

The  Public  Instruction  Committee  advertised  for 
foster  homes  and  as  a  result  : — 

Three  boys  from  the  Boys'  Home, 

Seven  girls  from  the  Girls5  Home, 

Four  girls  and  one  boy  from  the  Creche, 
have  been  or  are  being  boarded  out. 

These  children  were  chosen  either  because  they 
had  no  relatives,  or  seemed  particularly  unsuited  to 
communal  life.  They  have  settled  down  well  in 
every  case. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  good,  one 
case  of  measles  and  three  of  chicken  pox  being 
reported. 

The  schools  ot  the  children  have  been  visited. 
One  boy  gained  a  scholarship  to  Victoria  College, 
and  is  reported  to  be  making  good  progress 
there.  A  few  other  children  have  made  good 
progress,  but  the  majority  of  them  tend  to  be

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retarded  educationally.  Four  children  attended  the 
child  guidance  clinic,  two  of  whom  were  referred 
during  this  year. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  children  boarded 
out  during  the  year  is  good,  as  foster  homes  give  to 
the  deprived  child  security  and  a  normal  outlook  on 

life,  which  should  help  them  to  become  reliable 
citizens. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  and  more  good  foster 
homes  will  be  found  to  give  every  deprived  child  the 
love  and  care  it  needs  and  so  equip  them  to  be  useful 
members  of  the  community.  One  incentive  towards 
finding  the  right  type  of  foster  home  is  the  fact  that 
owing  to  the  far  sightedness  of  the  Poor  Law 
Commission  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Helier,  an  increased 
allowance  of  35/-  a  week  is  being  paid  for  each  child 
in  their  care. - 

Since  193°  we  have  weighed  and  measured  our 
school  children  every  five  years.  One  extra  survey 
was  interpolated  in  1943  during  the  German  Occu¬ 
pation.  The  figures  show  quite  clearly  that  there 
has  been  a  great  improvement  since  1930,  and  that 
the  temporary  set  back  of  the  occupation  has  been 
overcome.  I  think  these  figures  are  about  the  best 
index  of  nutritional  condition  of  the  island  we  have.

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SANITARY  INSPECTORS. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
le  quires  careful  attention.  Owing  to  present  ra¬ 
tioning  restrictions,  a  greater  number  of  people  have 
meals  outside  the  home,  and  as  Jersey  is  a  popular 

o  iday  resort,  tnis  Department  has  rightly  placed 
great  emphasis  on  the  cleanliness  and  hygienic  condi¬ 
tions  of  restaurants,  cafes,  snack  bars,  etc.  The 
work  recorded  has  done  much  to  improve  the  condi¬ 
tions  and  i  felt  that  in  this  respect  Jersey  is  second 
to  no  other  holiday  resort. 

There  has  also  been  the  continuous  effort  to  get 
cleaner  production  of  milk.  Here  again  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  achieved  much,  even  if  at  times  our  efforts 
have  been  slightly  misunderstood. 

I  feel,  however,  that  our  endeavours  to  get  clean 
j  *  *  i  .  are  nullified  by  the  present  method  of 

distribution  by  cans  and  dippers.  I  can  not  too 
strongly  recommend  the  immediate  substitution  of 
sterile  bottles  or  cartons.  It  may  be  a  matter  of 
finance,  but  it  is  also  a  matter  of  public  health. 

A  steady  campaign  continues  to  reduce  the 
number  oi  slums  in  Jersey.  Much  has  been  done 
and  much  remains  to  be  done  as  there  is  still  much 
sub -standard  housing.  No  doubt  in  some  cases  the 
people  themselves  are  not  very  helpful,  but  sub¬ 
standard  housing  produces  sub-standard  citizens 
who  are  a  serious  liability  for  the  future. 

The  economy  of  toaay  may  be  the  greater  forced 
expenditure  of  tomorrow. 

VOLUNTARY  SOCIETIES. 


The  jersey  District  Nursing  Federation. 

All  the  District  Nursing  Associations  are  now 
federated  and  the  Public  Plealth  Committee  gives  a 
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block  grant  of  ^2,500  to  this  federation,  'This  sum 
is  divided  amongst  the  various  associations  according 
to  need. 

In  return  for  this  sum  the  District  Nurses  act  as 
school  nurses,  and  carry  out  the  immunisation  against 
diphtheria.  2,632  children  were  immunised  by 
them  during  the  year.  They  have  also  helped  with 
the  B.C.G.  campaign. 

In  addition  to  all  this  they  carry  out  domiciliary 
midwifery  and  home  nursing.  They  perform  a 
valuable  social  service,  which  the  community  would 
not  now  willingly  dispense  with.  The  grant  is 
money  well  spent. 

The  Jersey  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

The  Jersey  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre 
has  also  done  an  excellent  year’s  work.  The  number 
of  clinics  is  now  nine  and  the  attendance  increases 
every  year.  They  do  excellent  work  in  advising  and 
helping  mothers  about  the  health  and  welfare  of  their 
babies.  The  work  is  much  appreciated  and  is  of 
direct  value  to  the  mothers  and  babies,  besides 
having  a  valuable  long  term  educative  effect.  Here 
also  we  have  one  of  those  voluntary  societies,  which 
do  a  useful  work  for  the  health  of  the  island,  as  a 
healthy  baby  has  a  better  chance  of  becoming  a 
healthy  citizen  later  on. 

They  also  carried  out  391  immunisations  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  these  two  societies  is  of  immense 
value  to  the  health  of  the  island  and  it  is  our  duty  to 
help  and  encourage  them  in  every  way.  The  day 
may  come  when  owing  to  financial  difficulties  we 
may  be  forced  to  take  over  the  work,  but  I  for  one 
do  not  look  forward  to  any  such  prospect.  The  work 
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of  their  voluntary  committee’s  ancl  of  their  indefa¬ 
tigable  secretaries  and  treasurers,  saves  the  island 
considerable  expenditure. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  thank  the  clerical  staff  of  my 
office  for  their  happy  and  tireless  help  in  the  B.C.G. 
campaign.  They  have  done  many  hours  of  unpaid 
overtime  and  they  have  done  it  cheerfully.  Without 
their  assistance  the  work  would  have  been  slow  and 
halting  and  would  have  been  a  burden  instead  of  a 
pleasure.

One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dwelling  houses,  bungalows, 
flats,  etc.,  were  to  be  newly  connected  directly  or  indirectly  to 
the  mam  sewers  and  one  hundred  and  forty-five  were  to  be 
drained  to  modified  sewage  disposal  plants. 
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Eleven  plans  were,  on  report,  rejected  by  the  Committee  as 
being  unsatisfactory. 

The  work  appertaining  to  sanitation,  plumbing,  drainage, 
sewage  disposal,  water  supply,  etc.,  which  entails  a  great  amount 
of  work,  was  carried  out  under  strict  supervision. 

Prosecutions. 

Two  cases  were  taken  before  the  Courts  for  failing  to  comply 
with  the  Law  on  Public  Health,  1934  and  1949.  In  one  instance 
the  defendant  was  presented  before  the  Police  Court  and  the  case 
dismissed.  In  the  second  instance  when  the  case  was  placed 
before  the  Royal  Court,  the  defendant  was  fined  £100.  It  is 
difficult  to  understand  this  ruling  as  both  cases  were  identical  in 
character. 


SURVEY  OF  RESTAURANTS,  CAFES,  SNACK  BARS, 

Etc. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  thirteen  premises  registered  for 
the  sale  of  food  and  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  for  the 
modernisation,  in  manufacture,  preparation  and  storage  of  food, 
cleaner  kitchens,  washing  facilities,  provision  of  suitable  and 
sufficient  sanitary  accommodation  for  patrons  and  staff,  etc. 

Out  of  these  two  hundred  and  thirteen  premises,  one  hundred 
and  six  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Of  the  remainder,  three 
were  closed,  (one  permanently),  on  report  by  the  Public  Plealth 
Committee,  until  they  had  been  put  in  order.  Seventy  brought 
up  to  a  satisfactory  standard  after  much  work,  and  eleven  still 
remain  with  alterations  to  be  completed.  There  were  one 
hundred  and  fort)^-eight  defects  found,  twenty-three  dirty 
premises,  thirteen  with  unsatisfactory  food  storage,  twelve  with 
doubtful  water  supply,  thirty-seven  with  defective  drainage, 
thirty-three  with  defective  or  insufficient  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion,  thirteen  had  insufficient  ventilation,  twelve  with  vermin 
(including  rats),  three  with  defective  utensils,  one  producing  a 
smoke  nuisance,  and  one  with  defective  floors. 

Generally,  the  premises  now  show  a  good  standard,  but  some 
need  further  modernisation.  The  biggest  single  factor  has  been 
insufficiency  of  sanitary  accommodation,  especially  in  Town, 
where  floor  areas  are  limited. 

CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGN. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  the  education  of  staff  and 
personnel  of  various  establishments,  many  different  kinds  of 
plaques  issued  (free  of  cost)  by  British  Tourist  and  Holidays 
Board,  and  our  own  hygiene  notes,  compiled  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  myself,  were  distributed  and  placed  in 
suitable  and  appropriate  positions  in  over  70%  of  the  catering 
establishments  and  other  institutions. 
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The  Jersey  Motor  Transport  greatly  helped  in  this  matter  by 
placing  various  Clean  Food  plaques  in  practically  alt  their  fleet 
of  buses,  and  stopping  stations, 

A  frequent  complaint  by  cafe  proprietors  has  been  the  infre¬ 
quency  of  refuse  collection,  especially  during  the  Summer, 
particularly  in  the  country  parishes. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Food  Control  Executive  Officer  and 
staff  has  been  appreciated  in  informing  this  Department  of  any 
changes  in  proprietors  of  premises.  The  prior  approval  of 
premises  by  this  Department  before  issue  or  transfer  of  catering 
licences  has  enabled  a  satisfactory  standard  to  be  achieved  at  the 
onset  of  new  management.

PRODUCTION  OF  CLEAN  MILK. 

A  great  effort  was  made  in  the  preparation  and  construction  of 
a  Clean  Milk  exhibition  at  the  Royal  Jersey  Agricultural  and 
Horticultural  Society  Show,  held  at  Springfield  in  August.  This 
exhibition  consisted  of  an  old  type  cowshed,  milking  machines, 
hand  milking  utensils,  cooling  plants,  satisfactory  and  unsatis¬ 
factory  types  of  filter  pads,  etc.,  methods  of  examination,  methy¬ 
lene  blue  tests,  microscopic  slides,  petri  dishes,  sediment  discs, 
photographs  showing  old  and  modernised  types  of  cowsheds,  etc., 
which  had  been  carried  out  locally. 

This  exhibition  was  looked  upon  with  mixed  feelings  by 
certain  members  of  the  farming  community,  but  was  very  popular 
with  the  people  and  was  considered  to  be  of  great  interest  and  of 
educational  value.  Confidence  is  felt  that  this  exhibition  will 
bear  good  results  in  the  future. 

Methylene  Blue  Reductase  Test. 

Total  number  of  samples  taken  .  M37 
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Nine  hundred  and  forty-three  samples  were  taken  from 
farmers’  cans  at  the  collecting  depots.  Seven  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  were  examined  on  day  of  receipt,  six  hundred  and 
ty  three  or  81.4%  were  satisfactory,  ninety-seven  or  12.4% 
were  fair,  and  forty-seven  or  6.04%  were  unsatisfactory.  One 
hundred  and  sixty-six  were  examined  after  being  kept  for  twenty- 
four  hours  at  shade  temperature,  forty-eight  or  28.9%  were  satis¬ 
factory,  fifteen  or  9.03%  were  fair,  and  one  hundred  and  three  or 
62.04%  were  unsatisfactory. 

Two  samples  were  taken  direct  from  the  milking  of  a  herd  and, 
when  examined  on  day  of  receipt,  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
but  after  being  kept  for  twenty-four  hours  at  shade  temperature, 
were  unsatisfactory. 

Four  samples  of  mixed  milk  were  taken  at  the  dairies  from 
bulk  directly  before  pasteurisation,  and  when  examined  on  day 
of  receipt,  one  was  fair  and  three  were  unsatisfactory. 

Thirty-four  samples  were  taken  at  the  dairies  after  pasteurisa¬ 
tion.  Six  were  examined  on  day  of  receipt,  all  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  I  wenty-nine  were  examined  after  being  kept  for 
twenty-four  hours  at  shade  temperature,  all  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Seventy-one  samples  were  taken  from  milk  shops  after  pasteuri¬ 
sation.  Three  were  examined  on  day  of  receipt,  two  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory  and  one  was  fair.  Seventy-one  were  examined 
after  being  kept  for  twenty-four  hours  at  shade  temperature, 
eighteen  or  25.3%  were  satisfactory,  fifteen  or  21.1%  were  fair, 
and  thirty-eight  or  53.5%  were  unsatisfactory. 

Five  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken  from  roundsmen  during 
delivery  and  when  examined  after  being  kept  for  twenty-four 
hours  at  shade  temperature,  two  or  40%  were  fair  and  three  or 
60%  were  unsatisfactory.

CESSPOOL  EMPTIERS. 

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  nine  septic  tanks,  soakaways, 
etc., — a  total  of  two  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  thirty-six  loads — 
were  emptied  by  the  cesspool  emptiers. 

RODENT  CONTROL  OPERATIONS. 

During  the  year,  105  new  complaints  were  investigated,  which 
together  with  over-lapping  cases  from  1949,  necessitated  377 
re-inspections  and  extra  visits,  in  addition  to  which  347  services 
of  baiting,  gassing  and  shooting,  were  carried  out.  From  these 
services  233  rats  were  shot,  and  57  dead  rats  found  after  baiting. 
1 15  mice  were  trapped,  but  mice  complaints  are  now  being  dealt 
with  in  many  cases  with  zinc  phosphides,  which  is  very  successful, 
but  does  not  show  the  dead  bodies. 

The  usual  bi-annual  poisoning  of  sewer  manholes  was  carried 
out  in  five  of  the  six  sections,  the  sixth  being  done  once  only, 
owing  to  the  heavy  rain  at  the  critical  period,  but  this  will  be  the 
first  to  be  done  in  the  current  year.  Therefore — 379  manholes

1  he  cockroach  infestation  at  an  institution  necessitated  23 
visits,  the  spray  used  being  Zaldecide.  725  dead  bodies  were 
swept  up  and  burnt.

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Poliomyelitis. 

The  expected  epidemic  fortunately  did  not  mate¬ 
rialise  and  we  had  only  one  case  admitted.  Of  the 
1949  cases  six  are  still  under  treatment  and  many  of 
the  poliomyelitis  cases  have  been  fitted  with  appli¬ 
ances.  We  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Surgical 
Instrument  makers  Messrs.  Bell  &  Croydon  Ltd., 
who  send  over  their  fitter  at  regular  intervals.  Part 
of  the  cost  of  this  is  recovered  from  patients  who  can 
afford  to  pay  and  the  fitter  also  sees  private  patients 
who  are  able  to  pay  the  full  costs. 


The  reconstruction  of  the  Surgical  Wards  was 
continued  and  it  was  necessary  to  take  over  part  of 
one  ward  to  build  new  anaesthetic  room,  this  reduced 
the  available  female  surgical  beds  for  several  months 
and  the  waiting  list  accordingly  increased  tempora¬ 
rily.  The  old  Committee  room  has  been  turned 
into  a  ward  and  we  now  have  the  same  number  of 
female  surgical  beds  as  before  the  reconstruction. 
The  building  of  a  new  anaesthetic  room  has  enabled 
us  to  bring  the  operating  theatre  into  line  with 
modern  requirements  ;  this  has  included  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  an  air-conditioning  plant  which  has  made 
the  theatre  comfortable  in  even  the  hottest  weather.

MEDICAL  OUT-PATIENT  CLINIC. 

The  Medical  Clinics  are  held  every  Thursday 
afternoon  at  4.30  p.m.  The  total  figure  of  patients 
seen  differs  but  little  from  that  of  1949  ;  421  being 
seen  in  that  year  and  414  in  this.  The  414  patients 
seen  this  year  comprise  320  old  patients  and  94  new. 
Although  this  latter  figure  is  lower  than  last  year, 
there  are  in  fact,  more  patients  referred  by  outside 
doctors.  This  is  an  encouraging  sign  and  shows 
that  the  Clinic  is  rendering  some  service  to  the 
Profession  as  well  as  to  tne  public.

CARDIAC  OUT-PATIENT  CLINIC. 

The  Cardiac  Clinics  are  held  every  Wednesday 
morning  and,  originally,  were  commenced  as  10.30 
a.m.  The  number  ol  patients  seen,  however,  grew 
to  such  an  extent  that  on  several  occasions  the  Clinic 
was  not  completed  until  3.0  p.m.  It  was  then 
decided  to  commence  at  9.45  a.m.  and  to  institute 
an  appointment  system.  This  has  resulted  in  much 
less  exhausting  clinics  and  less  waiting  for  the 
patients,  although  it  has  also  caused  a  ‘  waiting  list  ’. 
Phis  has  varied  from  2  weeks  to  4  weeks  and  some 
inconvenience  has  been  caused  to  outside  doctors  by 
whom  all  the  new  patients  have  been  referred. 

The  number  of  patients  seen  comprise  383  old 
patients  and  205  new.  In  addition,  about  100 
patients  were  sent  down  from  the  wards,  both 
Medical  and  Surgical,  but  this  figure  is  Not  included 
in  the  total  of  588.  Many  interesting  cases  were 
seen  and  about  10  patients  were  sent  to  England  for 
Surgical  Treatment  ;  most  of  them  for  Smithwick’s 
sympathectomy  and  one  for  operation  on  a  Conge¬ 
nital  heart  lesion. 

A  Phonocardiograph  for  attachment  to  the  existing 
Pdectro-cardiograph  is  expected  shortly  and  should 
help  materially  in  the  accurate  diagnosis  of  Conge¬ 
nital  Heart  lesions.  This  diagnosis  is  always  difficult 
but  is  now  of  vital  importance  as  so  many  of  these 
cases  can  now  be  cured  or  greatly  assisted  by 
Surgery. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  over  1,000 
patients  have  been  seen  at  these  two  clinics,  a 
convincing  proof  of  their  value.

1  he  total  attendances  are  138  less  than  during 
1949,  but  more  intensive  work  has  been  done  at  the 
Child  Guidance  Clinics. 

The  work  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  includes 
the  following. 

1.  Consultative  work  comprising  psychiatric,  neurological 
and  psychological  diagnosis  ;  advice  to  the  court 
concerning  juvenile  delinquents,  and  educational  thera¬ 
peutic  advice. 

2.  Therapeutic  work  including  medical,  psycho-therapeutic 
and  play  therapy. 

3.  Vocational  guidance. 

4.  Individual  coaching. 

The  examination  of  each  individual  case  includes 
the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker’s  enquiry  into  the 
child  s  home  conditions.  Usually  a  visit  is  made  to 
the  home  and  also  to  the  school.  The  Psychiatric 
Social  Worker  also  does  educational  work  with  the 
majority  of  the  mothers  of  children  having  treatment. 
The  old  saying  “  Problem  Child,  Problem  Parent  ” 
contains  a  lot  of  truth. 
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No  treatment  was  given  for  cases  of  mental 
deficiency  or  of  psychic  inferiority.  For  such, 
institutional  supervision  was  recommended. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  opening 
of  the  Colony  for  low-grade  defective  children  at 
Maison  de  la  Martine.  The  Clinic  had  worked 
and  agitated  for  this  for  a  long  time. 

Now  we  hope  that  a  Colony  for  adult  defectives 
will  soon  follow. 

At  the  Adult  Clinic,  psychotic,  psycho-neurotic, 
epileptic  and  neurological  patients  continue  to 
receive  treatment. 

Plans  are  well  under  way  for  an  early  treatment 
unit  to  be  attached  to  the  Medical  Wards.  This  is 
a  very  definite  step  in  the  right  direction  it  will  help 
to  bridge  the  gap  in  the  minds  of  men  between 
psychological  and  physical  illnesses,  so  that  all  will 
be  thought  of  as  sick  people  without  any  reservation. 
Also  it  will  enable  treatments  which  are  not  prac¬ 
ticable  under  out-patient  conditions  to  be  given  at 
an  earlier  date  than  heretofore.  The  present  anti¬ 
quated  observation  ward  will  be  used  only  for 
restless  and  noisy  patients. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  my  colleagues,  Dr. 
Wishart,  Dr.  Darling  and  Dr.  Collinson  ;  to  Miss 
Findlay,  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker;  and  to 
Mrs.  Layard,  the  play  room  supervisor,  for  their 
whole-hearted  help  and  co-operation  in  the  running 
of  the  Clinics.

A  case  of  fibrous  epulis  in  a  child  of  20  months  was 
operated  upon  in  the  theatre. 
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Overdale  was  visited  five  times  chiefly  for  treat¬ 
ment  of  pain  cases. 

In  addition  a  weekly  clinic  was  established  at  St. 
Saviour  s  Hospital  and  the  mouths  of  patients  there 
are  now  appearing  much  improved.  The  full 
equipping  of  the  surgery  at  the  St.  Saviour’s  Hospital 
was  commenced  this  year,  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
we  are  now  able  to  conserve  teeth  and  not  merely 
extract  them.

I  have  the  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on 
the  Pharmaceutical  Department  for  the ‘year  1950, 
which  nas  been  one  of  much  improvement  and 
reconstruction. 

Owing  to  the  immense  increase  in  the  dispensing 
of  medicines  etc.,  it  was  found  necessary  to  enlarge 
the  department,  and  we  have  been  transferred  to 
what  was  originally  the  Resident  Doctors  Quarters. 

.  \  ^  pnviledge  of  crossing  to  the  mainland  to 
visn  various  London  Hospitals  and  inspect  their 
system  in  Pharmacy  routine  and  planning,  in  order 
that  the  best  methods  might  be  adopted  in  the 
reconstruction  of  the  new  department,  thereby 
bringing  this  section  up  to  modern  requirements. 

The  new  department  was  opened  in  September 
and  consists  oi  the  following  : — 

(a)  Main  dispensary  for  Out-patients  and  Ward 
requirements. 

(b)  Aseptic  Laboratory  fitted  with  a  filtered-air 

plant,,  thus  minimising  contamination  of 
injection  and  other  sterile  products  during 
their  manufacture. 
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(c)  Sterilising  Room  equipped  with  a  steam 
autoclave  for  sterilising  aqueous  solutions, 
a  modern  hot-air  oven  for  dry  heat  steri¬ 
lising  syringes  and  oils,  and  an  electric  still 
which  produces  pyrogen-free  distilled 
water. 

In  addition  to  the  General  Hospital  demands,  not 
only  are  all  medicines,  drugs,  dressings  and  surgical 
needs  supplied  to  the  Jersey  Maternity  Hospital,  St. 
Saviour’s  Hospital  and  Overdale  ;  but  also  surgical 
appliances  are  fitted  and  ordered  through  this 
department. 

I  feel  confident  that  now  the  re-organisation  is 
completed,  this  section  now  compares  favourably 
with  Hospital  Pharmaceutical  Departments  on  the 
mainland,  and  is  up  to  the  standard  requirements  for 
any  future  needs.

In  the  hope  that  it  will  be  of  interest  to  you 
and  the  Members  of  your  Committee  I  submit  a 
short  report  upon  my  work  as  Chaplain  to  the 
General  Hospital,  for  the  year  1950. 

Normally  I  visit  at  the  Hospital  twice,  and  at 
Sandybrook  and  Overdale  once,  weekly.  The 
number  of  visits  made  in  1950  to  the  Hospital  were 
1 15,  to  Sandybrook  22,  and  to  Overdale  40  making 
a  total  of  177. 

Each  Sunday  at  4.30  p.m.  I  conduct  an  evening 
service  and  preach  at  Sandybrook,  and  at  5.30  p.m. 
I  sing  evensong  and  preach  in  the  Hospital  Chapel. 
Holy  Communion  is  celebrated  on  the  first  Sunday 
of  each  month  at  6.30  a.m.  in  the  Hospital  Chapel, 
and  monthly  at  both  Sandybrook  and  Overdale. 
The  Sacrament  of  Holy  Communion  is  administered 
to  patients  in  the  wards  as  needed,  and  during  1950 
the  numbers  of  Communions  made  were  ;  at  the 
Hospital  256,  Sandybrook  136  and  Overdale  72, 
making  a  total  of  464. 

During  the  year  there  were  also  3  baptisms  and 
9  burials.  Three  patients  at  Overdale  and  one  at 
the  Hospital  were  prepared  for  Confirmation.  The 
Bishop  of  Southampton,  who  went  to  Overdale  to 
administer  Confirmation  in  May  also  re- dedicated 
the  Hospital  Chapel  in  February.  Other  notable 
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occasions  were  the  service  for  the  Royal  College  of 
i\urs^-s  in  the  Hospital  Chapel  and  the  services  of 
thanksgiving  for  the  harvest  both  at  the  Hospital  and 
at  Sandybrook, 

Such  are  the  barebones  of  the  work,  which  will,  I 
hope  continue  to  grow. 

I  am  indebted  to  you,  Sir,  and  the  Members  of 
your  Committee  for  encouragement  and  interest  and 
to  the  Matrons  and  Staff  of  the  Hospital,  Sandybrook 
and  Overdale,  for  their  kindness,  sympathy  and 
co-operation.

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT. 

Sir, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Engineering  Department  for  the  year  1950. 

Operating  Theatre. 

The  most  modern  type  of  combined  heating  and 
ventilating  plant  was  installed  early  this  year,  this 
has  resulted  in  greatly  improved  working  conditions 
for  the  surgeons  and  staff. 

Doctors  Quarters. 

New  accommodation  has  had  to  be  found  tor  the 
resident  doctors  owing  to  their  original  quarters  in 
the  hospital  having  been  taken  over  by  the  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Department. 

This  has  been  done  by  converting  several  rooms 
in  the  old  Female  Poor  Law  Block  into  bedrooms  for 
the  three  resident  doctors,  together  with  a  sitting 
room,  kitchen  and  bathroom  etc. 

Pharmacy  Department. 

This  department  has  been  greatly  extended  and 
what  was  formerly  the  doctors  quarters  has  been 
converted  and  completely  remodelled  for  its  accom¬ 
modation. 

Male  Surgical  Wards. 

A  doctors’  dressing  room  and  an  office  for  the 
Ward  Sister  have  been  fitted  out  on  this  floor. 
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Female  Surgical  Wards. 

Part  of  a  ward  on  this  floor  has  been  converted 
into  an  Anesthetic  Room  for  the  Operating  Theatre 
and  what  was  formerly  known  as  the  Committee 
Room  has  been  converted  into  a  ward  together  with 
a  sluice  room. 

Female  Medical  Wards. 

Much  work  has  gone  into  the  conversion  of  what 
was  previously  the  Nurses  Home  into  a  Female 
Medical  Ward.  A  sluice  room,  toilet,  kitchen  and 
Sisters  Office  have  all  been  fitted  on  this  floor. 

Physiotherapy  Department. 

In  order  to  accommodate  extra  patients  the  rooms 
formerly  occupied  by  the  Pharmacy  Staff  have  been 
converted  for  the  use  of  the  Physiotherapy  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Miscellaneous. 

P wo  way  phone  jacks  have  been  installed  in  the 
wards  so  that  patients  have  now  the  choice  of  two 
radio  programmes. 

A  new  storehouse  has  been  built  behind  the 
Hospital  for  the  storing  of  full  and  empty  oxygen 
cylinders,  also  to  house  the  Jersey  Electricity 
Company’s  switch-gear  for  the  Hospital. 

In  addition  the  necessa^  maintenance  work  for 
the  Hospital,  Sandybrook,  Overdale  and  the  Jersey 
Maternity  Hospital  has  been  carried  out  by  my  staff 
with  their  customary  efficiency  and  goodwill.

Mai  sox  de  la  Martine. 

The  new  unit  for  mentally  defective  children  was 
opened  on  October  2nd,  and  has  already  more  than 
justified  its  existence.  In  the  last  quarter,  nine 
boys  and  six  girls  were  admitted  on  a  voluntary  basis 
at  the  request  of  their  parents  or  guardian  on 
psychiatric  recommendation.  One  boy  was  later 
taken  home  by  his  parents.  The  general  health  of 
the  children  has  in  nearly  all  cases  improved  consi¬ 
derably  since  their  admission,  and  their  gains  in 
height  and  weight  have  been  satisfactory.  With  the 
engagement  of  a  teacher  in  December,  a  start  has 
also  been  made  with  the  provision  of  educational  and 
P  ac  lties.  1 1  is  anticipated  that  the 

success  of  this  new  venture  in  the  care  of  mentally 
handicapped  children  will  point  the  way  to  further 
extensions  whereby  equally  necessary  facilities  for 
the  housing  and  training  of  adult  defectives  may  be 
made  available. 


Staff  Changes. 

Occupational  therapists  :  Miss  B.  M.  Roche  has 
resigned  her  appointment  as  occupational  therapist 
in  charge  in  order  to  gain  further  experience  in  her 
speciality  overseas.  Her  excellent  work  in  inau¬ 
gurating  and  developing  the  Department  of  Occu¬ 
pational  Therapy  has  been  much  appreciated.  Miss 
V.  M.  bearne,  M.A.O.T.,  has  been  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy.  Miss  K.  Andersen,  assistant  occupa¬ 
tional  therapist,  has  also  resigned  on  the  occasion  of 
her  marriage. 

Teacher  :  Miss  Marion  Miller  has  been  appointed 
as  teacher  to  the  children  at  the  Maison  de  la 
Martine. 
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Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff. 

The  situation  in  respect  of  both  nursing  and 
domestic  staff  has  remained  fairly  satisfactory  during 
the  year,  though  it  has  so  far  proved  impossible  to 
obtain  nurses  qualified  in  mental  deficiency  nursing 
for  the  Maison  de  la  Martine. 

Change  of  name. 

fn  January,  the  States  approved  a  proposal  to 
change  the  name  of  the  institution  to  St.  Saviour’s 
Hospital.  It  is  hoped  that  this  alteration  will  help 
to  minimise  the  unfortunate  associations  that  the 
suggestion  of  mental  illness  tends  to  arouse  in  the 
public  mind. 


Visit  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor. 


His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant-Governor  was 
graciously  pleased  to  visit  the  hospital  on  March 
ioth.  During  the  course  of  his  visit,  His  Excellency 
spoke  to  members  of  the  staff  and  to  numerous 
patients,  who  were  privileged  to  welcome  him  ;  and 
on  leaving  honoured  the  hospital  by  entering  in  the 
Visitors’  Book  an  expression  of  his  appreciation  of 
the  improvements  which  have  been  effected  since  his 
previous  visit  some  years  ago. 

Divine  Service. 

The  hospital  chaplain,  the  Reverend  S.  R.  Knapp, 
has  conducted  Divine  Service  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
each  month,  and  Roman  Catholic  services  have  also 
taken  place  regularly.  Special  Communion  services 
have  been  held  from  time  to  time. 
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Entertainments. 

The  programme  of  entertainments  has  included 
dances,  socials  and  concerts.  In  particular,  members 
of  the  Green  Room  Club  have  been  welcome 
visitors  on  more  than  one  occasion  and  have  provided 
excellent  rare.  The  weekly  cinema  performances 
during  the  winter  months  continue  to  be  popular 
despite  the  imperfections  in  recording.  Motor 
coach  drives  during  the  summer  months  were 
gieatly  appreciated,  and  the  annual  picnic,  which 
was  held  at  L’Btacq  on  July  21st  in  the  best  of 
weather,  was  as  usual  a  great  success.  The  Christ¬ 
mas  festivities  were  a  source  of  general  congratulation 
and  the  original  decorative  scheme  in  the  main  hall 
received  much  favourable  comment.  The  annual 
staff  dance,  too,  proved  successful  and  popular. 

Occupational  Therapy  Exhibition. 

^  In  view  of  the  success  of  the  Occupational  Therapy 
Exhibition  last  year  it  was  decided  to  hold  a  second 
exhibition  and  sale  of  work  in  1950.  This  took  place 
on  November  23rd,  and  goods  to  the  value  of  over 
L25°  were  sold  during  the  afternoon,  which  is  in 
itself  an  excellent  indication  of  the  high  quality  of  the 
work  carried  out  in  the  department.  Once  again,  a 
number  of  awards  were  obtained  for  articles  exhi¬ 
bited  at  the  handicrafts  section  of  the  Eisteddfod.

I  he  Chief  Officer  of  the  Fire  Brigade  inspected 
the  hospital  and  ancillary  units  on  November  17th 
and  expressed  his  satisfaction  with  the  arrangements 
for  dealing  with  possible  outbreaks  of  fire.

The  kitchen  block  has  been  completely  reorga¬ 
nised.  The  obsolete  hard-fuel  grate  has  been 
removed  and  in  its  place  a  modern  gas-cooking  unit 
has  been  installed,  with  a  stand-by  range  for  emer¬ 
gency  purposes.  The  walls  of  the  kitchen  have  been 
tiled  and  the  whole  area  redecorated,  so  that  the 
cooking  arrangements  and  food-storage  facilities 
may  now  be  regarded  as  the  acme  of  hygiene  and  in 
every  way  satisfactory. 

The  Farm. 

The  farm  showed  a  profit  on  the  year’s  working 
of  ^,116  6s.  5d.  Supplies  to  the  hospital  in  the 
way  of  fresh  vegetables,  potatoes,  fruit,  milk,  eggs 
and  pork  amounted  to  the  sum  of  -£2,865  6s.  °d- 
sterling  at  market  prices. 

Gardens. 

The  gardens  have  been  well  maintained  and  a 
good  supply  of  flowers  for  the  hospital  was  provided. 

Repair  and  upkeep  of  buildings. 

Maintenance  and  repair  work  has  been  carried  out 
as  required,  and  the  ground  floor  wards  and  corridors 
have  largely  been  redecorated  in  bright  and  cheerful 
colours. 

Heat,  light  and  power. 

The  Insurance  Company’s  Inspector  has  reported 
favourably  in  regard  to  the  power  house,  mechanical 
plant  and  electrical  fittings  and  apparatus  generally. 
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My  sincere  thanks  are  once  again  due  to  the 
Steward  and  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal 
co-operation,  and  to  the  President  and  Members' of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support  and  encouragement,
